Comings and Goings 


The 1998-99 academic year is shaping 
up to be a particularly busy and 
intellectually stimulating period. In 
addition to the two international 
conferences, the D.C. McDonald 
Tribute Dinner, and an expanded 
visiting speakers seminar series, we have 
visitors from around the world coming 
to the Law Centre. We are also very 
pleased to announce the appointment 
of several new academic staff members 
as well as a new Director for the 
Canadian Forum on Civil Justice. 


Robert Chambers has been appointed 
Associate Professor effective January 1, 
1999. He obtained his B.Ed. and LL.B. 
from the University of Alberta and his 
D.Phil. from Oxford. He was appointed 
as Lecturer at the University of 
Melbourne Law School in 1996, and was 
promoted to Senior Lecturer in 1998. He 
has taught courses in trusts, equity and 
property law, and is the author of 
Resulting Trusts (Oxford University 
Press, 1997). He will be teaching 
Company Law and Restitution in the 
1998-99 academic year. 


Diana Lowe has been appointed 
Executive Director of the Canadian 
Forum on Civil Justice. She obtained 
her B.A. and LL.B. from this University 
and her LL.M. from the University of 
Edinburgh. She has practised law in 
Alberta and British Columbia, and has 
worked as a staff lawyer for the Legal 
Services Society of B.C. since 1993. 


Graeme Barry has been appointed to a 
one year term during which he will teach 
Administrative Law and Constitutional 
Law. He obtained his B.A. and LL.B. 
from the University of New Brunswick, 
his M.A. in political science from the 
University of Toronto, and his LL.M and 
D.Jur. from Osgoode Hall Law School. 
His areas of specialization are 
constitutional law, administrative law, 
judicial politics, federalism and legal 
history, and will be assisting with the 
coaching of The Laskin Moot team. 


Barbara Billingsley, who has taught as 
a sessional instructor since 1995 will be 
joining the Faculty on a one year term 
position. She holds an LL.B. and LL.M. 
from this University. Her 1994 thesis 
was entitled Direct Democracy. What 
Legislative Role Can and Should Direct 
Votes Play in Canada. She has practised 
law in Edmonton primarily in the areas 
of insurance litigation, constitutional 
litigation and municipal litigation. She 
will teach Insurance and Constitutional 
Law and will also be assisting with the 
upper year civil law moots. 


James Penner of the Department of 
Law at London School of Economics has 
been appointed Wilbur F. Bowker 
Visiting Professor of Law, and will be 
visiting the Faculty during the Fall term 
during which time he will teach Trusts. 
He obtained his B.Sc. (Hon.) Genetics 
from the University of Western Ontario, 
his LL.B. from the University of Toronto 
and his D.Phil from University College, 
Oxford. He is the author of The Idea of 
Property in Law for which he received 
the 1997 Society of Public Teachers of 
Law First Prize for Outstanding 
Scholarship by a Younger Scholar. His 
most recent book is The Law of Trusts. 


John McLaren is planning to spend two 
weeks as a Wilbur F. Bowker Visiting 
Professor in the Fall Term. He joined the 
Faculty of Law at the University of 
Victoria as Lansdowne Professor of Law 
in 1987, and has served as Dean of Law 
at the Universities of Windsor and 
Calgary. His major areas of interest are 
tort law, insurance law, Canadian legal 
history, social history of the law, legal 
education, and legal theory. 


Twelve judges from Taiwan visited the 
Faculty of Law in the summer led by 
Mr. Justice Kuo-Hung Hsu, Presiding 
Judge of the Taiwan High Court. The 
group also included other high court 
judges, the President of the Kaohshing 
District Court, the President of the 
Pingtung District Court, the Presiding 


Judge of the Tainan District Court, and 
other district court judges. The 
Delegation on Legal Education which 
includes several faculty members of the 
Hebei College for the Cadre of Politics 
and Law, which trains judges, 
prosecutors and officers of the Judicial 
Departments of China, will be visiting 
the Law Faculty in September to learn 
how legal education is being provided. 
Dean S.K. Verma, the first woman 
Dean at the at the University of Delhi, 
will also be visiting the Law Faculty in 
September. The Honourable Mr. 
Justice Michel Bastarache of the 
Supreme Court of Canada will deliver an 
address at the Law Faculty in November. 


Len Rotman, who joined our Faculty in 
1996 as a term professor, has accepted a 
tenure track appointment at the 
University of Windsor. During the last 
two years he completed his S.J.D. from 
the University of Toronto, published 
Parallel Paths: Fiduciary Doctrine & 
the Crown-Native Relationship in 
Canada and is co-editor of Aboriginal 
Legal Issues: Cases Materials and 
Commentary. 


Bruce Ziff has returned from a 
sabbatical at the University of Virginia 
faculty of Law where he was Scholar- 
in-Residence. During his leave he was 
preparing a monograph on the Leonard 
Foundation Trust. Jim Robb has 
returned following a leave in which he 
served as senior counsel to the Legal 
Aid Youth Office. Tim Christian will 
be away on a one year leave. June 
Ross will be taking a one year 
sabbatical leave, during which she will 
assist in the development of the 
Canadian Forum on Civil Justice and 
pursue her research in the area of the 
Charter.

Commercialization of Genetic Research 


Over the past decade we have 
witnessed unprecedented advances 
in the science of human genetics. 
This “genetic revolution” has 
already provided us with a greater 
understanding of human biology 
and disease and, more importantly, 
a growing arsenal of clinical genetic 
services. The development and 
dissemination of genetic technology 
will depend greatly on the 
involvement of the private sector. 
Indeed, it has been predicted that 
2001 will mark the beginning of the 
“biotech century” - a time when 
biotechnology emerges as a 
dominant economic force. 


The Health Law Institute is hosting 
the Second International Conference 
on DNA Sampling: The 
Commercialization of Genetic 
Research: Legal, Ethical and Policy 
Issues on September 10-13, 1998. 
The conference will examine the 
many issues associated with this 
broad commercialization process. 
For example, given the economic 
benefits connected with the biotech 
industry, how should the 
commercialization process be 
regulated? What are the benefits and 
problems with the current patent 
system as it relates to genetic 
“inventions”? What will be the 
impact of commercialization on the 
health care system and on the 
relationship between the researcher 
and student, the physician and 
patient, and the researcher and 
industry? And, perhaps most 
importantly, what role will 
commercial forces play in social 
definition of disease, disability and 
normalcy? 


The conference faculty is truly 
international and interdisciplinary. 
The first keynote presentation will 
be provided by Dr. John Bell, 
Nuffield Chair of Medicine, Oxford 
University. Other international 
participants include: Robert Cook- 
Deegan, Director, National Cancer 
Policy Board, National Academy of 
Sciences, U.S.A; Hank Greely, 
Professor, Stanford Law School and 
Co-Director Program in Genomics, 
Ethics and Society; Linda Neilsen, 
Faculty of Law, University of 
Copenhagen and Director, Danish 
Council of Ethics; Joseph Straus, 
Professor of Law, Max Plank 
Institute, and Chair, Human 
Genome Organization (HUGO), 
Intellectual Property Committee, 
Germany; and, Gert-Jan van 
Ommen, Leiden University and 


President of HUGO. 


The Conference is Chaired by Tim 
Caulfield, Research Director of the 
Health Law Institute. The Co- 
Chairs are Professor Bartha Maria 
Knoppers, University of Montreal, 
and Dean Lorne Tyrrell, Faculty of 
Medicine, University of Alberta.

Universal Rights & Human Values 


This year marks the 50th 
Anniversary of the UN Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights. It is 
also the 25th anniversary of the 
Alberta Human Rights Commission 
and the 20th Anniversary of the 
Canadian Human Rights 
Commission. 


To commemorate these 
anniversaries, an International 
Human Rights Conference will be 
held in Edmonton from November 
26 to 29, 1998. Universal Rights & 
Human Values: A Blueprint for 
Peace, Justice and Freedom 
underscores the global significance 
of the Universal Declaration in 
which it can properly be said all 
modern human rights documents 
have their roots. As Jack O'Neill, 
the co-chair of the Conference 
explains, the Conference will "help 
refocus the world on the document 
which will help us all treat one 
another with respect and dignity." 
As Professor Gerald Gall, one of 
the organizers of the Conference’ 
explains, "We are inviting human 
rights teachers, activists, and 
workers to learn from persons 
respected for their human rights 
activity, especially persons who 
have experienced real life challenges 
to these rights." 


The principal guests and speakers at 
the Conference will be Her 
Excellency Mary Robinson, the 
United Nations High 
Commissioner for Human Rights 
and The Most Reverend Desmond 
M. Tutu, Archbishop Emeritus, 
Chairman, Truth and 
Reconciliation Commission, South 
Africa and Nobel Laureate. Both 
will be speaking at a banquet to be 


held in their honour on Friday, 
November 27 at the Shaw 
Conference Centre. The Right 
Honourable Antonio Lamer, the 
Chief Justice of Canada will also be 
in attendance. The Honourable 
Anne McLellan, Minister of Justice 
and former law professor and 
Acting Dean at the Faculty of Law, 
will be delivering the opening 
address on "The Declaration 50 
Years Later: Vision and Reality." 


Edmonton will be the host to 
speakers from different parts of 
Canada and the United States, as 
well as Mali, Indonesia, South 
Africa, the Philippines, China, 
Liberia, Brazil and Guatemala. The 
speakers include representatives of 
government, academics, and human 
rights activists. This Conference is 


the major event in Canada to be 
commemorating this key 
anniversary. It is an event not to be 
missed. 


The Conference is sponsored by the 
Canadian Human Rights 
Foundation, a non-profit, 
non-governmental organization, 
dedicated to the defence and 
promotion of human rights through 
education and the support of 
training and development initiatives 
in Canada and abroad.
